However, it indicates 
that the cost of providing helicopter service for the Agency at this time would 
be prohibitive and that in the absence of a centrally located heliport in the 
District of Columbia the advantages gained would appear to be minimal. This 
matter is certain to receive further consideration in the future; therefore, you 
are requested to monitor further developments and to participate in any delib- 
erations that might lead to the establishment of helicopter service in which we 
might participate at a cost that would not be excessive in consideration of the 
advantages to be gained. I should Iike to be kept current as to future develop- 
ments in this area.
